The syrup can 
also be evaporated by another simple 
process to one-fifth part and forma 
portable paste. - From three to twenty 
parts of water are required to dilute 
these differing syrups. Itis said that 
in all cases but three out of fifty, where 
honey is mentioned in the Old Testa- 
ment, dibs,grape syrup, is meant.

Ancient wine makers oiled their bot- 
tles inside, filled up with the fresh 
juice to the neck, and~ poured on an 
inch- or two of fresh sweet oil, then 
corked tightly, without loss or very 
much bother. If- new. wine—was-put 
into the ancients’ old bottle, the germs 
of leaven sticking about the unclean 
vessel on the inside—old’ milk-can 
fashion—set the new mass fermenting, 
with a pressure’*ten times that of a 
high-pressure steam engine, and no 
old-fashioned leather bottle was able 
to stand it; therefore new bottles had 
to be used for new wine, or unfer- 
mented juice. . Our modern still wine, 
unknown among the ancients, wouldn’t 
burst the weakest of bottles. Spark- 
ling, effervescing modern wine ‘could 
‘not be put in leather bottles at-all and 
with the thick glass bottle of our mod- 
ern wine factory there is great loss 
from bursting.. The wine that glad- 
dened, the hearts of the old Syrians 
could not have been like our ‘‘dyna- 
mite.” Dr, Kerr of London says the 
preparation of a nutritious and non- 
alcoholic drink from grapes is speedy, 
‘simple and easy as that manufactured 
of alcoholic. liquor is tedious, complex 
and difficult. :

An Exotic Shrub Which Has but Recent 
ly Beem Introduced in America. 


The mistletoe hung on the castle wall, 

And the holly branch shone tn the old oak hall, 

And the baron's retainers were blithe and gay 

Keeping their Christmas holiday 

At this.season of the year the mistletoe 
isa welcome addition to the stock of our 
florists:’ being intimately associated, asit 
is, with Christmas sports. [t is new, 
however, to this country, and it is not 
much more tlian a dccade since the first 
venture was ever brought bere. The 
shrub is mostly tropical and parasitical 
and authorities on the subject tell us 
that there are over funr huridred kmown 
species of the order. There is only one 
species known to Great Britain, the com- 
mon mistletoe—the viscum album, as it 
is botanically known—and it: is with 
that particular ‘species that Weehave to 
deal. 

It is popularly supposed that the mis- 
tletoe grows exclusively on the oak tree, 
but this is a mistake, as it is found on 
the oak in very rare instatites,. while it 
grows with great profusion on the apple, 
the pear, the hawthorn, and also on syca- 
mores, limes, poplars, locust trees and 
firs, In some portions of the south of 
England it is very abundant, and its 
evergreen leaves give a peculiar appear-

Veronica had received from thie hands 
of Jesus himself. The story of St. 


Veronica and the bloody portrait, ac- | 


cording to Eusebius, is as follows: 
Veronica was a resident of Jerusalein 
during the tninistry of Jesus, and was 
an unquestioning believer in his divine 
origin. When the verdict of the coun- 
cil was announced, when it was, known 
throughout Jerusalem that Jesus was 
to suffer the extreme penalty for the. 
crime of sedition, Veronica refused to 


be comforted, and neither slept nor |~ 


took food until after the’ trying ordeal 
had passed. 

Qn the morning of the crucifixion 
this pious lady stationed herself on the 
road ovér ‘which .Jesus would be 
obliged to pass on his way to Golgotha, 
Soon the procession caine in sight led 
by the Saviour bearing that awful bur- 
den—the cross upon whieh he was to 
suffer death.- Veronica’s heartstrings 
were rent with syeipathy when she be- 
held the humiliating spectacle. As the 
procession came nearer she saw that 
the terrible load under which the Mas- 
ter was laboring had caused a * bloody 
sweat to 00z2 out all over his face and 
neck: 

Hastily removing a cloth that she 
wore wound about her head, she hand- 


ed it to Jesus, that he might wipe off Fresh, Salt, Smoked,. and Pickled Fish, Oysters, 


the blood and sweat which was now 
running down his face. When she re- 
ceived it back a, striking likeness of 
the divine fetitures -was imprinted 
upon the cloth. This was the bloody’ 
portrait of Jesus mentioned in the let- 
terof John Vibin 705. 'Thesubsequent 
history of the duiraculous iniprint seems 
to be lost.—St. Louis Republie.

Peter D. Smith spoke upon the breed 
of cattle, mentioning favorably the Ays- 
hire breed, but thought a grade. cow bet- 
ter as a milk giver.

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GREAT DISTURBER DEAD. 


ATTEMPT TO ARREST SITTING BULL 
LEADS TO HIS DEATH. 


Gis Son, Crow Foot, ts Killed, and Four 
Police and Eight Indians Fall Victims» 
in the Melee—Many Kedakins Wounded | 
—RBelief That Peace is Near at Hand— 
Sitting Ball’s Career. 


St. Pau, Dec. 16.—The news of the 
killing of Sitting Bull has been received 
by Gen. Miles at the military headquar 
ters in this city. He- received two dis- 
patches last evening, the first from Pierre, 
B. D., stating that Sitting Bull and his 
son had been killed, but giving no further 
particulars, The other dispatch was from 
Standing Rock Agency, and stated that 
the Indian police started out yesterday 
a@orning to arrest Sitting Bull, baving 
anderstood that he proposed starting for 
the Bad Lands at once, The police were 
followed by a troup of cavalry under Capt, 
Souchet and infantry under Col. Drum. 

When the police reached Sitting Bull’s 
canp on the Grand river, about forty 
miles from Standing Rock, they found ar- 
rangements being made for. departure. 
The cavalry had nut yet reached the camp 
when the police arrested Bull and started 
back with him. His followers quickly 
rallied to his rescue and tried to re-take 
him. Inthe melee that ensued the wily 
old chief is said: to have been killed, and 
five of the best of the Indian police were 
also killed.. One of the police jumped on 

= one of Sitting Bull’s horses and rode 
back to the cavalry and infantry, telling 
them to hurry up to *the support of the 
police, and thea hurried on to the agency 
with news of the battle. Nothing later 
than this has yet been received, but the 
death of Sitting Bull and five of those wao 
had captured: him seems undoubtedly 
true. 

A Pioneer-Press Dickinson, S. D., spe- 
cial says: Reliable dispatches received 
are to the effect that Sitting Bull’s camp 


was attacked by troops and himself and }-

Four policemen were 
killed and three wounded, Hight Indians 
were killed, including Sitting Bull “and 
his son Crow Foot, and several, others 

“ wounded. The police were surrounded 
for some time, but maintained their 
ground until relieved by United States 
troops, who now have possession of Sitting 

» Bull’s camp with all the women, children 
‘and property. Sitting Bull’s followers, 
probably 100 men, deserted their families 
aod fied west up the Grand river. The 
police behaved nobly, atid great credit is 
due them. Particulars by mazail.”

Sitting Bull as the great disturbing ele- 
ment in his tribe, and now that he was 
out of the way he hoped that a settlement 
of the difficulty could be reached without 
further bloodshed. :

Bull and the nephew of Four Horns and 
Hunting His Lodge, both chiefs.

BOND PROJECT REJECTED. 


Financial Bill Adopted by the Republi- 
can Senatorial Caucus, 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 18:—The Republican 
senators caucused again last night and 
adopted the financial: scheme reported by 
the caucus committee, with the exception 
of the 2 per cent. bond project. The meas- 
ure will provide for the purchase of the 
$12,000,000 silver bullion” surplus, the re- 
duction of the compulsory, requirement of 
bonds possessed by national banks, the 
extension of the national bank circulation 
to the full amount of their bond deposits, 
the replacement of the deficiency in na- 
tional batrk-circulation below $180,000,000 
by treasury notes based on silver bullion 
purchases, the provision for free coinage 
when sivér is maintained at par for one 
year, the provisions for a charge on the 
conversion of gold coin into bars, and the 
recoinage of the subsidiary silver coins. 

The caucus committee will perfect the 
méasure and give it over to the fivance 
committee to be reported to the senate at 
anearly day. ‘I'he caucus also instructed 
the committee on rules to prepare and re- 
port through Chairman Aldrich, a cloture 
rule. No provision was made for the 
adoption of extraordinary measures ‘to 
secure action by the senate upon the pro- 
posed rule. and future developments are - 
expected to shape the policy of the mayjor- 
ity injthat respect. While the financial 
bill is in progress of construction, the de- 
bate on the election bill is expected to 
continue, The friends of this measure 
were satisfied with the program agreed 
upon.

A-GALLANT WARRIOR GONE. 


Death ov Maj. Gen. Terry, the Here of 
Many Battles. 


New HAVEN, Dec, 17.—Maj. Gen. Alfred 
H. Terry is dead, after a long illness, 

Gen, Terry was one of: the most distin- 
guished representatives of the volunteers 
in the regular army. He has shown great 


| ability and usefulness in all the duties 


that pertain tothe a:lministration of tne 
army in ordinary times, and he has also 
been a noble example of the best type of a 
citizen soldier, turning from aptitude and 
by force of exceptional circumstances to a 
professional military career. He enteted 
the field as colonel first of a three months’ 
aud then of a three years’ regiment, and 
served faithfully, steadily and usefully. 
His famous capture of» Fort Fisher in 
January, 1865, carried him to the front 
rank of field commanders at oné bound. 
Congress passed a special vote of thanks 
and his commission as_ brigadier general 
in the regular army, dated from. Jan, 15, 


| 1865,the day of his great’~ictory, was 


specifically given for “gallantry and gen- 
eralship” in that action, as well as for 
“distinguished services during the war.” 
Previous to the Fort Fisher engigement 
Gen. Terry had participated in the bom- 
bardment of Fort Pulaski, Ga., and the 
action of Pocotalizc, S, C., the opéeFatiéns 
against Forts Sumter, Wagner and Gregg, 
Chester Station, Drury’s Bluff, Bermuda 
Hundred, Petersburg, Newmarket and 
Williamsburg Road. He was also en- 
gaged in the capture of Wilmington and 
the-action-of Northeast Creék, N.C. 
After the war Gen. Terry was placed m 
command of the department of Dakota, 
assuming charge one year after receiving 
his commission as brigadier general. In

HOW THE HOLIDAY 'S KEPT IN- 


SOUTHERN, AUSTRIA. - 


besidlehie Among the Comm@i People 
About Animals—They Are Believed to 
Talk at Oortain Times—Strange Stories 
| to Account for the Phenomenon. 


| Carniola had no Christmas, and this is 
| true in the sense in which we understand 
| the word. Of course there, as in all 
| Catholic countries, Dec. 25 is a church 
| festival, and the 24th a fast, the only 
| joyous fast of the year. The supper is 
| unusually good and plentiful, but no 
| meat is served at it unlessit be wild duck 
| or otter, both of which are regarded by 
| the ecclesiastical authorities as fish. The 
| foreign visitor will probably receive half 
| @ dozen invitations; the proper thing to 
| do is to accept the one that comes from 
| the landlord, in whose house one usually 
| dines, and the fulfillment df this social 
| duty is generally its own reward. The 
| dishes are strange but agreeable, and 
' after the Christmas tree in :Carinthia, 
which is chiefly German, has been prop- 
| erly admired, and in all cases the:neces- 
sary presents have been given to the 
children, and they have gone to bed, a 
tone of quiet satisfaction becomes the 
; leading note of the evening. Every sub- 
ject that could lead to contention is 
avoided, and so one sits together till the 
time fur the first: mass, which is read at 
or shortly after midnight, and which one 
may attgnd or not, just as one likes. 
IMPRESSIVE SERVICES. 

The three morning masses when heard 
in a village church in Austria are among 
the: most impressive services of the 
church, though they are, of course, en- 
tirely wanting in pomp. The choir sing 
| songs about the nativity in the national 
| language and in such a ‘way that both 

the words:and the~-musie- correspond to 

the service at the altar. The stranger 
| who has learned to look-upon the. mass, 
| in spite of its entirely classical Latin, as 
| one of the greatest poems of the Chris- 
| tia period is at first inclined to resent 
| the introduetion of modern hymns and 
| languages, but the fervor of the singers 
| and the way in which they are joined 
| by the congregation, similar to that 
| which many readers may have remarked 
' in the churches of Scotland, clearly show 
that the usage is dear to the heart of the 
people, though to us it may seem almost 
as offensive as: if the divine comedy 
| were publicly read with the accompani- 
| ment. of music selected from Offenbach. 
| Popular verse and music are always in- 
teresting and sometimes extremely good; 
but they cannot quite supply the place 
of the Gloria and Agnus Dei, especially 
for foreign admirers of the church who 
do not belong to itscommunion, Still 
the midnight mass in an Alpine village 
| is a thing to see. The long walk through 
the snow and darkness; the friendly light 
| from the windows of most houses; the 
groups of furcoated worshipers whom 
one overtakes or who overtake one, with 
their hearty Christmas greetings; the 
blaze of light on the altar, which con- 
ag equally with the night outside and 
the other unlighted parts of the church 
within, are all impressive. 

AN INTERESTING PROCESSION. 

| This Christmas in a Slav village has a 
purely religious character, though, as it 
obliges one to sit up late or to rise early, 
| it may serve as an excuse for a longer 
chat than usual and an extra glass. But 
Advent, is not, as in German or Protes- 
tant countries, concentrated into the 


single festival.._In-many-villages onthe. 


| first evening a kind of homiely procession 
| is formed, and the images of the Holy 
Virgin and St. Joseph are carried to the 
| first house in the place, the inhabitants 
, of which know exactly what 1s going to 
| happen; then, where they sing, as they 
generally do in Carniola, a duet or 
| double chorus follows. Thé ‘attendants 
| of the saints ask for a night’s lodging, 
| those within ask who the travelers are, 
| and so gradually the whole history-of 
the nativity is told in Old World verse 
and music. Then the doors are thrown 
| wide open; all who are within kneel, the 
‘imfages are borne to the altar that has 
' been prepared for them, the two choruses 
join ina hymn of praise, and evening 
prayer begins in their presence. On the 
| following afternoon the two saints are 
| carried to the next house, and the scene 
| is repeated. It may seem to the reader 
that. the‘whole ceremony must- be child- 
ishly grotesque; this is not the impres- 
sion.it makes on the non-Catholic but 
| unprejudiced stranger.. These peasants 
‘ are'.evidently sincerely worshiping the 
true God after their own fashion. In 
| convents where children are educated 
| the same usage is practiced, but there 
| the sacred guests are carried from cell 
' to cell instead of from house to house. 
DEVOTION OF THE KINGS. : 
This custom is purely Christian, an at- 
| tempt to bring the sacred story home to 
| the imagination of the people; the cere- 
; monies performed on the day set apart 
+ for devotion to the three holy kings— 
| the wise men of the east: (our twelfth 
night)—are slightly different, They bear 


of a struggle against heathenism. The 
three appear in full costume—the one 
with his face conscientiously blacked— 
with holy water and censers filled with 
burningincense. They bless every room 
in the house, and ‘still more carefully 
the stalls nd stables, and upon every 
door they make three crosses, in order 
to keep out Fra Perchta, who is the un- 
hallowed and unhonored shade of the 
great goddess whom heroes once wor- 
shiped.as Freya. That twelfth night, 
the last of the twelve days of the great 
winter festival, which was celebrated 
alike, by the Slavs‘and the Germans, 
should be chosen for ‘these strange cere- 
monies is noteworthy; though one can 
not help feeliig: a certain sympathy for 
the goddess who is thus shut out of hu- 
man habitations on the very day when 
her preseuce was formerly invoked. It 
may be added that the crosses are treated 
with the greatest respect; what would 
happen to any one who willfully rubbed 
them out no one knows. A cow maid 
who by chance obliterated two had to 
dance for a whole night over rough 
, stones with a young man, whom she

valley in Carinthia inhabited almost ex- 
by Christianity. The belief that horses 
and cattle talk in human language with 
each other on the night between the 24th 
and 25th of December is universal there. 
Whether the roes and chamois enjoy the 
same privilege or are subject to thesame 
penalty seemed to be an open question, 
as few persons care to wade through the 
snow, to climb mountain, or even to take 
up their abode in a wood, in order to 
listen to their discourses. Even with re- 
spect to domestic animals everything has 
not hitherto been rendered as clear as 
we should like it to be. For éxample, a 
village priest was kind enough to furnish 
us with the following story, which was 
written down at once, as much as pos- 
sible in hisown words, It is a sin to 
listen to what the animals say, and it 
always brings ill luck. A farm servant 
from a distarice did not believe the story 
—a_sin_ which, it may be feared, was 
shared both by the present writer and 
his informant. “Still he retained such a 
half belief as induced him to hide him- 
self in the stable. The two horses which 
it contained talked to each other as fol- 
lows: ‘‘We shall have hard work to do 
this day week.” ‘‘Yes, the servant is 
heavy.” ‘And the way to the church- 
yard is long and steep.” The man took 
to his bed and died. _He was buried that 
day week, Here we have at least the 
Christian idea of a sin that is punished 
—a little too heavily, one is inclined to 
think—but what ate we to say to the 
following story, which was told in-the 
Slav dialect of Carniola- by a traveling 
workman, at once translated into Ger- 


man and noted down. The story was. 


read aloud in rough German, which was 
translated almost sentence by sentence 
to the narrator, who firmly believed in 
the truth of the tale, and corrected by 
him in one or two small points, which 
were directly altered. It is evidently a 
| far older, or at least more authentic, ver- 
sion than the last: 

HOW TO HEAR THE ANIMALS TALK. 

No one can hear the animals talk un- 
less he has boots with nine soles and 
fern leaves.in them. There was a farm 
servant (knecht) in the. Gail Thal who 
hada pair of very strong shoes made, 
which were afterward frequently re- 
_paired, so that they had the requisite 
number of soles, though he did not

It 
was somewhat of a struggle to me, | 
must.o.vn, for I expected it would not 
be served in very anagnificent. style. 
§till, I was not prepared for what actu- 
ally happened. 

On a small round table was placed a 
perfect mountain of macaroni and cheese 
—not such cheese as we are accustomed 
to put with ours, but coarse sheep’s milk 
cheese, which stung my mouth like 
mustard, and left a pungent taste therein 
which tarried there for days, Then 
there were no plates, no forks, no spoons. 

The master of the house had a knife 
with which he attacked the dish, and 
the one which on ordinary occasions fell 
to the mistress was now kindly placed 
at my disposal. As for the. rest of the 
family, they were an example’ of the 
adage that fingers were made before 
forks, and these fingers grew perceptibly 
cleaner as the meal progressed. 

What a meal it was, indeed; as if it 
were 4 contest in gastronomic activity: 
Yet it was pleasant to see the appetite 
with which great and small entered into 
the contest and filled their mouths to 
overflowing with the savory mass. I 
was left behind in the contest, and had, 
I fear, to tell many untruths concerning 
my appetite and the excellence of the 
dish, and great was my relief when it 
was removed and dried fruits and nuts 
took its place.’
